Thursday,  May  30. 

The  Convention  met  pursuant  to  adjournment. 

Prayers  were  read  by  the  Bishop.

On  motion,  the  Convention  proceeded  to  the  election  of  a  President 
by  ballot,  in  accordance  with  the  5th  Article  of  the  Constitution.  The 
Rev.  R.  S.  Mason,  D.  D.  was  declared  elected. 

The  Reports  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Convention  were  handed  in, 
and  they  were  referred  to  the  Committee  of  Finance. 

The  Rev.  Dr.  Mason  asked  leave  to  be  excused  from  serving  as  the 
Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  the  State  of  the  Church,  which  was 
not  granted. 

The  Bishop  read  his  Annual  Address  to  the  Convention,  as  follows, 
which  was,  on  motion,  referred  to  the  Committee  on  the  State  of  the 
Church: 

Brethren  of  the  Clergy  and  Laity:  The  2d  section  of  Canon 
viii.  of  1841  requires  me  to  deliver  to  you  the  following  Address: 

As  soon  after  our  last  Convention  as  1  was  able  to  travel,  I  went  to 
the  Mountain  District  of  my  Diocese,  and  in  the  society  and  kind  at- 
tentions of  my  friends  in  the  Valley  of  the  Yadkin,  found  by  the  bless- 
ing of  God,  that  relief  which  in  about  three  weeks  enabled  me  to  re- 
sume the  duties  of  my  Summer  Visitation. 

Friday,  15th  of  June,  I  confirmed  in  Lenoir  one  sick  person. 

On  the  morning  of  2il  Tuesday  after  'J'rinity,  in  St.  John's  Church, 
Rutherfoidton,  admitted  to  the  Holy  Order  of  Priests  the  Rev.  Jarvis 
Buxton.  The  Rev.  Messrs.  Shepherd,  Watson  and  liuske,  being  pre- 
sent and  assisting  in  the  services. 
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In  the  evening,  in  the  same  Church,  preached  and  confirmed  8  per- 
sons.    The  Church  building  here  is  now  ready  for  consecration. 

3d  Sunday  after  Trinity,  officiated  in  St.  John's  in  the  Wilderness, 
and  administered  the  Holy  Communion. 

26th  June,  at  Asheville,  Buncombe  county.  Measures  are  here  in 
progress  for  the  building  of  a  Church. 

29th,  in  Grace  Church,  Morganton,  preached  and  confirmed  6  per- 
sons. 

4th  Sunday  after  Trinity,  in  St.  Luke's  Church,  Lincolnton,  preached 
twice,  confirmed  2  persons,  and  administered  Holy  Communion. 

6th  July,  officiated  at  the  funeral  of  a  devoted  and  influential  commu- 
nicant of  the  Church  in  the  Valley  of  the  Yadkin. 

On  the  morning  of  the  5th  Sunday  after  Trinity,  consecrated  in  the 
town  of  Wilkesborough,  a  Church  by  the  title  of  St.  Paul's  Church, 
VViJkesborough;  preaching  on  the  occasion  and  administering  the  Holy 
Communion.  This  is  a  beautiful  Gothic  structure  of  brick,  erected  at 
small  expense,  with  free  sittings,  and  without  debt,  showing  what  may 
be  effected  by  a  few  Churchmen  with  small  means,  applied  under  a  well 
directed  zeal.     In  the  evening  of  the  same  day,  confirmed  12  persons. 

9th  Sunday  after  Trinity,  at  the  Chapel  of  Holy  Cross,  Valle  Crucis, 
confirmed  13  persons.  Having  officiated  the  three  Sundays  imme- 
diately preceding  at  the  different  Missionary  Stations  in  the  Wataga 
Mission.     While  here  I  addressed  to  the  Diocese  a  Pastoral  Letter. 

Saturday,  11th  of  August,  officiated  in  the  Valley  of  Yadkin. 

10th  Sunday  after  Trinity,  preached  at  Lenoir  twice  and  confirmed 
4  persons. 

Returned  to  Valle  Crucis  to  ordain  a  candidate  for  the  Holy  Order 
of  Priests,  but  was  prevented  by  not  receiving  the  requisite  papers. 

11th  Sunday  after  Trinity,  officiated  there,  preaching  and  adminis- 
tering the  Holy  Communion. 

Wednesday  22d,  officiated  in  the  lower  settlement  of  the  Valley  of 
the  Yadkin,  performing  service,  preaching  and  confirming  3  persons. 
After  which,  I  went  to  a  private  house  and  confirmed  an  infirm  and 
aged  servant,  who  had  been  baptised  in  the  Church  in  1751. 

St.  Bartholomew's  Day,  officiated  at  St.  Philip's  Church,  Mocksville, 
and  administered  the  Holy  Communion. 

Saturday  25th,  officiated  in  St.  Andrew's  Church,  Rowan  county,  and 
administered  the  Holy  Communion. 

The  next  day,  12th  Sunday  after  Trinity,  in  Christ  Church,  con- 
firmed  4  persons  and  administered  the  Holy  Communion. 

At  night  of  the  same  day,  in  St.  Luke's  Church,  Salisbury. 

Tuesday  night,  28th,  at  Col.  Hickerson's,  on  the  Yadkin,  in  Wilkes 
county,  confirmed  1  person  and  administered  the  Holy  Communion. 

Wednesday  29th,  officiated  at  night  in  St.  Paul's,  Wilkesborough. 
Next  morning  administered  the 'Holy  Communion. 

13th  Sunday  after  Trinity,  officiated  at  Grace  Church,  Morganton, 
confirmed  3  persons  and  administered  the  Holy  Communion.  I  re- 
turned to  this  place  in  the  hope  of  admitting  a  candidate  to  the  Holy 
Order  of  Priests;  but  was  again  disappointed,  by  not  receiving  the  re- 
quisite  papers. 
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Wednesday,  Sept.  5th,  officiated  at  Lexington.  Steps  are  here  in 
pix)gress  for  the  erection  of  a  Church. 

Saturday  8ih,  officiated  in  a  School  House  near  Mr.  Rawley  Gallo- 
way's, Rockingham  county. 

14th  Sunday  after  Trinity,  in  Church  of  the  Epiphany,  Leaksvilje, 
confirmed  3  persons  and  administered  the  Holy  Communion. 

Friday  14th,  in  St.  iMatthew's  Church,  Hillsborough;  also  next  night 
and  15th  Sunday  after  Trinity,  and  administered  Holy  Communion. 

Saturday  loth,  St.  Mary's,  Orange  county. 

At  night  of  Sunday  16th,  at  Chapel  of  the  Cross^  Chapel  Hill. 

16th  Sunday  after  Trinity,  at  Christ  Church,  Elizabeth  City. 

A  storm  prevented  the  fulfilinent  of  my  design  to  consecrate  on  that 
Sunday  the  Church  at  Nag's  Head. 

An  attack  of  chill  and  fever  induced  me,  under  the  advice  of  my  phy- 
sicians, to  leave  the  low  country  for  the  North.  During  my  absence  I 
officiated  7  times. 

Returned  on  the  8th  of  November;  officiated  in  St.  Paul's  Church, 
Edenton,  and  administered  the  Holy  Communion,  the  23d  Sunday  after 
Trinity. 

24th  Sunday  after  Trinity,  officiated  at  Pettigrew's  Chapel  and  Lake 
S'jppernong. 

25th  Sunday  after  Trinity,  St.  Luke's  Church,  Locust  Grove.  While 
there  I  celebrated  in  the  same  Church  the  marriage  of  the  Rev.  A.  A* 
Watson. 

Saturday,  ITth  December,  officiated  at  Pettigrew's  Chapel,  and  con- 
firmed 5  colored  persons  belonging  to  the  estate  of  Wm.  Pettigrew,  Esq. 

Advent  Sunday,  officiated  at  Ihe  same  place,  and  administered  the 
Holy  Communion.     Evening  at  Lake  Scuppernong. 

2d  Sunday  in  Advent,  officiated  at  Christ  Church,  Newbern. 

I  returned  to  Washington  the  following  week,  where  I  was  called  to 
the  melancholy  duty  of  attending  upon  the  last  moments  of  three  heads 
of  families,  communicants  of  the  Parish,  and  of  performing  for  them  the 
last  sad  offices  of  the  Church. 

3d  Sunday  in  Advent,  officiated  in  St.  Peter's  Church  of  that  Town, 
and  administered  the  Holy  Communion.  While  here  I  baptised  3  in- 
fants. 

From  this  place  I  went  back  to  Lake  Suppernong,  where  I  remained 
till  the  7th  of  January,  officiating  on  Sundays  and  Christmas  day,  and 
administering  the  Holy  Communion. 

1st  Sunday  after  Epiphany,  officiated  in  St.  Mary's  Chapel,  Raleigh. 

2d  Sunday  after  Epiphany,  in  Church  of  Holy  Innocents,  Henderson, 
and  administered  the  Holy  Communion. 

Septuagesima  Sunday,  officiated  in  St.  Matthew's  Church,  Hills- 
borough, preaching  and  ordaining  to  the  Holy  Order  of  Priests,  the 
Rev.  James  B.  Donnelly,  and  to  the  Holy  Order  of  Deacons,  under 
Canon  v,  1847,  Jno.  G.  Jacocks.  The  Rev.  Messrs.  Hubbard  and 
Olmsted  being  present  and  assisting  in  the  services. 

Monday  night,  28th,  officiated  at  Chapel  of  the  Cross,  Chapel  Hill, 
and  confirmed  2  persons. 

Sexagesima  Sunday,  officiated  morning  in  Christ  Church,  Raleigh, 
•administering  Holy  Communion,  and  evening  in  St.  Mary's  Chapel. 
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Quinquagesima  Sunday,  St.  Mary's  Chapel;  administered  the  Holy 
Gommunion. 

Ash  Wednesday  and  1st  Sunday  in  Lent,  Christ  Church,  Raleigh. 

On  19th  of  February,  in  the  presence  of  Rev.  Dr.  Mason  and  Rev* 
Aldert  Smedes,  I  displaced  from  the  Ministry  of  the  Protestant  Episco^ 
pal  Church,  the  Rev»,  Donald  McLeod,  under  the  Canon  provided  for 
such  cases — he  having  signified  his  intention  to  officiate  no  longer  in 
the  same. 

2d  Sunday  in  Lent,  officiated  at  Calvary  Church,  Wadesborough,  and 
administered  the  Holy  Communion.  My  efforts  to  supply  this  Parish 
have  not  yet  been  successful. 

1st  and  2d  of  March,  and  the  morning  of  3d  Sunday  in  Lent,  offi- 
ciated in  St.  John's  Church,  Fayetteville,  confirmed  8  persons,  and  ad- 
ministered the  Holy  Communion. 

On  the  evening,  and  at  night  of  same  Sunday,  officiated  in  the  Cha- 
pel at  Rockfish,  and  confirmed  13  persons.

6th  Sunday  in  Lent,  officiated  in  Emmanuel  Church,  Warrenton* 

26th,  evening,  officiated  in  St.  Mary's  Chapel,  Raleigh,  and  con* 
firmed  6  persons. 

Good  Friday,  Easter  Eve,  and  Easter  Sunday,  officiated  in  St. 
James's  Church,  Wilmington,  confirmed  8  persons  and  administered 
Holy  Commtinion. 

3d  of  April,  officiated  in  Waynesborough;  baptised  1  infant,  confirmed 
3  persons,  and  administered  Holy  Communion. 

Sunday  after  Easter,  officiated  in  Christ  Church,  Nevvbern,  confirmed 
6  persons  and  administered  Holy  Communion. 

2d  Sunday  after  Easter,  St.  John's  Church,  Pitt  county,  officiated 
and  administered  Holy  Communion. 

15th  and  16th,  officiated  in  St.  Paul's  Church,  Greenville,  and  con- 
firmed 3  persons. 

17th,  Trinity  Church,  Beaufort  County,  administered  Holy  Commu- 
nion. 

The  night  of  the  same  day,  celebrated  a  marriage  in  St.  Peter's  Par- 
ish, Washington. 

Friday  19th,  in  Zion  Chapel,  and  administered  Holy  Communion. 

During  this  week,  I  prepared  in  St.  Peter's  Parish,  Washington,  a 
class  for  confirmation.  And  on  Saturday  night,  20th,  in  the  Church 
there,  baptised  3  adults  and  confirmed  12. 
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3d  Sunday  after  Easter,  officiated  3  times  in  the  same  Church,  bap- 
tised 1  infant,  confirmed  3  persons,  (2  from  Trinity  Parish,)  and  ad- 
ministered Holy  Communion. 

Tuesday  23d,  officiated  in  St.  John's,  Durham's  Creek,  baptising  an 
adult  and  infant,  confirming  1  person,  and  administering  Holy  Commu- 
nion. Evening,  baptised  at  the  house  of  Charles  Crawford,  Esq.,  3 
colored  children,  and  administered  Holy  Communion  to  an  aged  and 
infirm  person. 

The  following  day,  officiated  in  St.  Thomas's,  Bath,  confirmed  2  per- 
sons, and  administered  Holy  Communion., 

Friday  26th,  consecrated  to  the  service  of  Almighty  God,  in  the  town 
of  Williamston,  a  Church  by  the  title  of  the  Church  of  the  Advent; 
preaching  and  administering  Holy  Communion. 

4th  Sunday  after  Easter,  officiated  in  St.  Thomas's  Church,  Wind- 
sor, and  administered  Holy  Communion. 

5lh  Sunday  after  Easter,  officiated  in  morning  at  Peltigrew's  Chapel, 
confirming  4  persons  and  administering  Holy  Communion.  In  the 
evening  preached  at  the  Lake. 

Ascension  Day,  officiated  at  Grace  Church,  Plymouth;  confirmed  1 
person  and  administered  Holy  Communion. 

Sunday  after  Ascension,  at  St.  Luke's,  Locust  Grove,  ordained  R. 
W.  Barber,  Deacon,  confirmed  2  persons,  and  administered  the  Holy 
Communion.     In  the  evening,  addressed  a  class  of  colored  persons. 

Tuesday  14th,  and  Wednesday  15lh,  officiated  at  Gatesville;  baptised 
2  adults  and  administered  the  Holy  Communion.  The  interests  of  the 
Church  here  are  greatly  promoted  by  the  exertions  of  a  young  female 
communicant  in  keeping  up  a  Parochial  School.  A  subscription  for 
building  a  Church  here  is  nearly  completed. 

Whit-Sunday,  officiated  in  St.  Paul's  Church,  Edenton,  three  times, 
confirmed  9  persons,  and  administered  the  Holy  Communion.  Also, 
Whit-sun  Monday  and  Whit-sun  Tuesday,  officiated  in  St.  Timothy's 
Chapel,  on  the  estate  of  Joshua  Skinner,  Esq.,  in  this  Parish,  and  con- 
firmed six  colored  persons. 

Friday  24th,  Ember  Day,  officiated  at  Woodville,  Perquimons  county, 
preached  and  administered  the  Holy  Communion. 

Trinity  Simday,  in  the  new  Church  at  Hertford,  which  promises  to 
be  one  of  the  most  beautiful  and  appropriate  in  the  Diocese,  and  is 
nearly  ready  for  consecration,  I  officiated  twice,  confirmed  4  persons, 
and  administered  the  Holy  Communion. 

From  which  it  will  appear,  that  during  the  past  year  I  have  preached 
122  times,  baptised  17  infants  and  8  adults,  confirmed  168  persons,  ad- 
ministered the  Holy  Communion  52  times,  celebrated  2  marriages, 
consecrated  2  Churches,  ordained  2  Deacons  and  1  Priest,  displaced 
one  Priest,  and  buried  4  persons.  Besides  this,  in  most  of  the  Parish- 
es, I  have  as  usual  examined  the  children  in  the  Catechism. 

The  present  number  of  Candidates  for  Holy  Orders  is  4, — Richard 
H.  Mason.  Joseph  Murphy,  Frederick  Fitzgerald,  and  Charles  Mc- 
Donough  Parkman.  One  not  having  applied,  according  to  Canon,  for 
his  examinations,  has  been  removed  from  the  list;  while  two,  during 
the  year,  have  been  ordained.  Two  persons  have  recently  made  ap- 
plication to  be  received  as  candidates. 
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The  following  changes  have  taken  place  during  the  year  among  our 

Clergy: 

The  Rev.  VVm.  M.  Green,  D.  D.  has  been  called  to  the  Bishopric  of 
Mississippi.  In  the  removal  of  this  brother,  the  Diocese  has  sustained 
a  serious  loss,  while  the  Diocesan  feels  that  he  has  been  deprived  of 
the  counsel  of  a  sincere  friend  and  able  presbyter. 

The  Rev.  F.  E.  While  has  removed  from  the  Rectorship  of  St.  Pe- 
ter's Church,  Washington,  and  taken  a  letter  of  dismission  to  the  Dio- 
cese of  New  York. 

The  Rev.  Wm.  G.  French  has  removed  from  the  Head  of  the  Mis- 
sion at  Valle  Crucis,  and  taken  up  his  residence  in  Connecticut,— the 
Rev.  William  Passmore  having  been  appointed  in  his  place. 

The  Rev.  O.  S.  Prescott  has  removed  from  this  Diocese,  and  been 
received  into  that  of  Massachusetts. 

The  Rev.  P.  T.  Babbitt  has  been  received  by  letter  into  this  Dio- 
cese, and  taken  charge  of  Trinity  School,  near  Raleigh. 

The  Rev.  J.  T.  Wheat,  D.  D.  has  been  received  into  this  Diocese, 
and  has  become  Professor  in  the  University  of  North  Carolina  at  Chap- 
el  Hill. 

The  Rev.  John  Roberts  has  removed  by  letter  to  the  Diocese  of 
South  Carolina. 

it  is  gratifying  to  your  Bishop  to  find  that,  amid  all  our  difficulties, 
the  state  of  our  Missions  and  of  our  Parochial  instruction  is  not  less 
encouraging  than  in  former  years.  The  number  of  Confirmations  in 
our  Missionary  Stations,  and  of  our  Parochial  Schools  in  our  old  Par- 
ishes, has  increased.  In  regard  to  the  latter,  I  would  respectfully  and 
eanit'stly  ask  the  attention  of  both  Clergy  and  Laity  to  a  successful  and 
exemplary  effort  in  this  way,  now  niaking  in  this  Parish.  It  is  con- 
ducted  on  principles  which  furnish  the  only  safeguard  to  baptised  chil- 
dren, and  the  only  foundation  for  an  adequate  supply  of  suitable  Candi- 
dates for  the  Holy  Ministry.  That  one-tenth,  at  least,  of  our  increase 
in  Church  children,  as  well  as  in  other  t)lessings  from  God,  should  be 
devoted  to  His  service,  appears  certainly  reasonable.  I  hope,  there- 
fore, that  this  principle,  with  others  which  characterise  the  Parochial 
school  here,  will  not  be  overlooked.  While  time  is  given  to  an  exam- 
ination  of  the  practical  working  of  the  whole  system.  It  is  a  subject 
which  cannot  too  deeply  engross  our  thoughts,  affections,  and  labors. 

It  remains  to  notice  one  of  my  official  acts  during  the  past  year, 
which  has  been  the  occasion  of  a  good  deal  of  misapprehension,  and 
which  requires  of  me  a  few  words  hy  way  of  safeguard.  I  refer  to  the 
issuing  of  a  Pastoral  Letter,  relating  to  the  action  of  the  last  Conven- 
tion  of  this  Diocese. 

Without  going  into  a  defence  of  the  grounds  which  seemed  to  me  to 
make  the  publication  of  that  letter  necessary,  I  would  express  my  deep 
regret  that  any  of  its  statements  should  in  any  degree  have  admitted  the 
idea  of  an  intention  on  my  part  to  question  the  motives,  the  truthfulness, 
or  faith  of  my  Clergy.  Notwithstanding  the  circumstances  which,  un- 
der Providence,  have  given  the  appearance  of  distrust  between  some  of 
them  and  myself  for  a  time,  I  desire  now  to  assure  them  as  a  body  of 
my  entire  confidence  in  their  affection,  their  charity,  and  firm  adhe- 
rence  to  the  faith  and  discipline  of  the  Church. 
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I  have  labored  among  them  for  nearly  20  years,  I  know  very  imper- 
fectly, but  with  a  sincere  desire  for  the  good  of  my  Diocese,  and  I  be- 
lieve with  unwavering  iidelity  to  my  trust.  Still,  I  claim  no  infallibili- 
ty  beyond  honesty  of  purpose  and  diligence  in  duty;  and  no  indulgence 
beyond  that  which  is  extended  to  every  man  laboring  under  the  infirm- 
ities of  a  human  judgment  and  the  oft-recurring  and  sometimes  pros- 
trating diseases  of  a  human  body. 

For  myself  as  an  individual,  I  have  nothing  to  urge — nothing  to  say. 
But  as  your  Bishop,  responsible  in  some  sort  at  least  for  the  truth,  I 
feel  bound  to  remove,  in  plain  terms  of  denial,  some  misconceptions 
which  are  operating  to  hinder  the  due  effects  of  that  truth  as  set  forth 
in  my  writings,  and  to  keep  up  agitation  and  distrust  in  the  Diocese. 

I  neither  teach  nor  hold,'  as  some  have  thought.  Private  Confession 
and  Absolution,  in  the  Romish  sense.  The  Romish  Church  holds  them 
to  be  a  necessary  sacrament  in  themselves,  as  is  Baptism  and  the  Lord's 
Supper.  I  hold  and  teach  that  our  branch  of  the  Ch  irch  denies  this. 
That  Church  makes  them  obligatory  on  all  her  members.  1  teach  and 
hold  that  our  Church  does  not,  but  makes  them  an  exception  to  a  gen- 
eral rule — which  general  rule  is  'public  confession  and  absolution  ac- 
cording to  the  forms  in  our  Liturgy.  That  Church  obliges  the  Rriest 
to  see  that  i^very  Communicant  comes  to  them.  I  teach  and  hold  that 
our  Church  leaves  it  with  the  penitent  to  determine  whether  and  how 
far  he  needs  them,  and  does  not  permit  the  Priest  to  do  more  in  bring- 
ing the  penitent  to  them  than  point  out  the  dangers  of  self-triist  and 
selt^-delusion,  and  the  bt-nefits  of  unburdening  the  conscience  and  of  re- 
reiving  the  (jodly  counsel  and  advice  of  God's  Ministers,  according  to 
the  direction  of  the  exhortation  to  the  Holy  Communion  in  our  Liturgy. 
That  Church  holds  to  the  necessity  of  confessing  each  mortal  sin  of 
thought,  word  and  deed,  to  the  Priest.  I  teach  and  hold  that  our  Church 
regards  it  needful  that  each  communicant  should  so  search  and  exam- 
ine his  c(mscience,  according  to  the  rule  of  God's  commandments,  as  to 
be  able  to  confess  all  heinous  offences  in  "will,  word  or  deed",  to  Al- 
mighty God;  and  that  "if  he  cannot  by  this  means  quiet  his  conscience," 
and  come  to  the  Holy  Conmiunion  "with  a  full  tru.^t  in  God's  mercy," 
he  shall  open  his  grief  to  some  Minister  of  God's  Word,  that  he  may 
obtain  his  counsel  and  aid  to  "the  removing  of  all  scruple  and  doubt- 
fulness." 

In  regard  to  Christ's  Real  Presence  in  the  Holy  Eucharist,  I  neither 
teach  nor  hold  it,  as  in  the  sense  of  Transubstantiation.  Neither  do  I 
teach  or  hold,  as  I  do  not  understand,  hov  Christ  is  there  present,  fur- 
ther  than  that  He  is  not  there  in  a  material  but  spiritual  manner — "but 
because  spiritual,  not  the  less  real.''' 

I  do  not  hold  nor  teach  that  "the  creatures  of  bread  and  wine,"  in 
the  Holy  F.ucharist,  are  to  be,  in  the  meaning  of  the  28th  Art.,  "re- 
served, carried  about,  lifted  up,  or  worshipped." 

I  do  not  teach  nor  hold,  that  our  (.'hurch  allows  any  addresses  by 
way  of  prayer  and  invocation,  to  the  Blessed  Virgin,  or  to  any  Saint  or 
Angel;  while  I  regard  the  Romish  doctrine  of  invocation  to  Saint.-,  \u\- 
plying  meritorious  mediaiion  and  condemned  by  Art.  22 ',  as  clearly 
derogatory  to  Christ,  and  opposed  to  (iod's  Woru. 
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Finally,  I  do  not  teach  nor  hold  that  our  branch  of  the  Catholic 
Church  is  from  any  cause  either  in  heresy  or  schism,  or  that  she  is  des- 
titute of  the  true  Sacramental  system. 

Thus  much  have  I  thought  it  best  to  say  negatively  to  guard  my 
ajirmative  teaching  from  misconstruction  and  misapprehension.  That 
teaching  is  before  you  in  my  published  writings,  with  such  explanations 
as  I  have  felt  myself  called  upon  to  give.  Whatever  may  be  the  im- 
perfections of  the  teacher  (and  he  feels  that  they  are  many)  or  the  re- 
turn made  to  him  for  his  sincere  and  he  believes  greatly  needed  efforts, 
he  has  the  satisfaction  of  a  firm  conviction,  and  the  privilege  of  con- 
stant prayer,  that  Almighty  God  will  so  overrule  these  efforts  as  to 
make  them  redound  to  His  glory  and  the  good  of  His  Church.

REPORT  of  Rev.  William  Passmore,  Missionary. 

For  the  year  last  past,  I  have  served  as  follows: 

From  the  Convention  of  1849  until  1st  December  of  the  same  year, 
'I  preached  regularly  at  the  School- house  on  the  Wataga,  about  seven 
*T)iles  from  Vulle  Crucis.  Also,  once  a  month  at  a  School-house  on  the- 
South  Fork  of  New  River,  and  at  Sutherland's  Camp  Ground,  on  the 
North  Fork  of  New  River. 

Besides  these  services,  I  have  assisted  in  the  Chaprl  Services  at 
Valle  Crucis  3  times  a  day  throughout  the  year,  when  not  absent  from 
the  Valley,  in  the  perforrjiance  of  my  visits  of  duty. 

From  the  1st  of  December,  my  services  have  been  confined  to  the 
lower  Wataga  settlement  and  Valle  Crucis,  with  the  exception  of  one 
single  visit  and  service  in  the  Diocese  of  Tennessee,  in  which  Diocese 
I  have  sometimes  otiiciated  by  the  express  permission  and  request  of 
the  Rt.  Rev.  Dr.  Otey,  the  Bishop  of  the  sam^e.

Sice  the  l)eginning  of  February,   I   have  been  confined  much  more 

closely  to  Valle  Crucis,  so  that  my  Itinerant  Missionary  work  has  been 

very  little. 

The  Rev.  Mr.  French  having  left  Valle  Crucis,  it  devolves  upon  me 
to  make  report  of  the  Statistics  of  the  Church  at  this  place.  In  the 
Register,  the  record  is  as  fi>llo\vs:

So  far  as  your  Missionary  is  capable  of  judging,  the  Church  in  this 
region  is  flourishing  beyond  the  power  of  man  to  injure  it.  It  is,  how- 
ever, planted  among  the  poorest  class  of  people,  v»'ho  can  do  little  or 
nothing  for  its  support,  so  that  the  work  that  is  done  among  them  must, 
most  probably,  for  a  long  time  to  come,  be  purely  Missionary  work. 
The  country  is  such  that  none  Ijut  large  stock-raisers  could  do  more 
than  make  a  comfortable  support,  and  of  such  there  are  none  as  yet. 

The  people  are  plain  and  simple  in  their  habits  of  life,  and  generally 
do  not  care  to  make  more  than  a  living. 

But  there  has  been  a  great  change  wrought,  through  the  Church,  in 
the  habits  of  the  people.  Indeed,  every  day  almost,  we  can  see  some 
change  from  worse  to  better  in  some  individual,  or  in  some  department 
of  life. 

For  these  reasons,  your  Missionary  believes  that  we  have  good 
ground  lor  thanking  God  and  taking  courage,  notwithstanding  our 
manifold  trials.

virtually,  flocks  without  a  shepherd.  Nor  are  these  all.  There  are, 
it  is  well  known,  large  sections  of  country  in  our  Diocese,  where  the 
sound  of  the  Gospel,  as  proclaimed  by  the  Church,  is  seldom  or  never 
heard;  and  had  the  Church  now  the  same  spirit  of  self-denial  and  exer- 
tion which  marked  the  first  ages  of  the  faith,  the  rapidity  of  her  early 
conquests  might  again  be  realized,  when  nations  M'ere  born  in  a  day. 
The  same  God  rules  and  watches  over  aU,  to  assist  his  own  cause;  the 
^ame  efficacy  attends  the  means  of  grace — the  defect  is  in  ourselves. 
I'ellow-men,  for  whom  Christ  died,  are  perishing  around  us  for  lack  of 
the  means  of  grace,  which  perhaps  we  might  supply.  Your  Commit- 
tee regret  to  perceive  that,  out  of  47  Parishes  assessed  for  the  support 
of  the  Missions  of  the  Church  in  the  Diocese,  only  24,  or  about  one. 
half,  have  reported  to  the  Convention  the  collection  of  any  thing  for  the 
purpose.  The  Scale  of  Assessments  adopted  by  the  Convention,  be- 
comes  thereby  a  law  of  the  Church,  to  which  the  several  Parishes, 
when  admitted  into  union  with  the  Diocese,  pledge  their  submission, 
so  far  as  possible. 

Your  Committee  are  well  aware  of  the  sincere  and  steady  efforts 
made  by  many  to  do  tlieir  duty  in  this  respect.  But  have  we  done  all 
we  can  do,  and  so  all  we  ought  to  do?  Are  we  not  constantly  expend- 
ing upon  our  own  luxuries  that  which  might  supply  the  liread  of  liie  to 
thousands?  Can  this  be  right?  When  Christ  has  not  spared  his  own 
l)lood,  should  we  begrudge  our  treasures?  How  then  will  we  answer 
Him,  when  he  calls  us  to  account  for  the  manner  in  which  we  have 
expended  every  cent  of  those  goods  wiih  which  he  has  invested  us  as 
his  stewards? 

The  history  of  our  Missions  for  the  last  three  years  has  shewn  an 
encouraging  advance  upon  that  of  the  previous  period.  But  we  must 
neither  be  weary  of  well  doing,  nor  be  content  to  remain  stationary  in 
our  scale  of  well,  doing.  Growth  should  characterize  us,  and  will  cha- 
racterize us,  if  true  to  our  trusts.  Especially  should  we  not  permit  any 
differences  of  opinion  upon  other  points,  which  may  exist,  to  make  us 
forget  the  duty  we  owe  to  our  Lord  and  Master,  in  the  extension  of  His 
-Kingdom,  and  to  our  fellow. men,  in  efforts  for  their  salvation. 

'i'he  Committee  recommend  the  tbilowing  resolutions: 

Resolved,  That  the  Scale  of  Assessments  for  the  ensuing  year  be  as 
follows:     [See  Appendix.] 

Resolved,  That  all  sums  received  for  Missionary  purposes,  by  be- 
quest or  other  extraordinary  donation,  shall,  if  consistent  wilh  the  will 
of  the  donors,  be  paid  over  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  Diocese,  with  direc- 
tions to  fund  the  same;  and  furthermore,  that  for  the  present,  and  until 
otherwise  ordered,  he  he  directed  to  add  to  the  principal  the  interest  as 
it  may  accrue. 

All  which  is  respectfully  submitted.

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On  motion,  Resolved,  That  the  Report  be  recommitted  to  the  Com- 
mittee,  with  instructions  to  strike  out  the  following  clause  in  the  Report-. 

"The  Scale  of  Assessments  becomes  thereby  a  law  of  the  Church, 
to  which  the  several  Parishes,  when  admitted  into  union  with  the  Dio- 
cese, pledge  their  submission,  as  far  as  possible." 

Which  resolution  was  not  adopted.

REPORT  of  Committee  on  the  Bishop^s  Communication, 

The  Committee  to  whom   was  referred  a  communication  from  the 
Bishop  to  this  Convention,  in  these  words: 
*'Brethrex  of  the  Convention: 

'*Aware  that  the  difficulties  in  the  Diocese,  to  which  I  have  alluded 
in  my  Address,  still  threaten  the  peace  of  the  same;  and  being  anxious 
to  do  all  in  my  power  to  restore  harmony  and  good  will,  I  hereby  ask 
of  you  a  Committee  of  Clergymen  and  Laymen,  to  investigate  all  the 
circumstances  connected  therewith,  and  report  to  a  future  meeting  oi 
this  body. 

(Signed,)  "L.  SILLIMAN  IVES, 

^''Bishop  of  the  Diocese  of  North  Carolina.'' 
respectfully  report:  That  they  recommend  the  appointment  of  a  Com^ 
mittee  by  this  Convention,  according  to  the  request  of  the  Bishop,  to 
consist  of  three  Clergymen  and  three  Laymen,  to  be  chosen  by  ballot; 
and  that  said  Committee  make  their  Report  to  the  next  Annual  Con- 
vention,— it  beinij  the  opinion  of  this  Committee,  that  this  is  the  earli- 
est period  at  which  as  full  a  representation  of  the  Church  in  the  Diocese 
could  be  obtained,  as  the  circumstances  of  the  case  require.

John  W.  Wright  was  re-elected  Treasurer  f  )r  t!ie  ensuing  year. 

On  motion.  Resolved,  That  the  sum  of  ^75  be  paid  to  each  of  the 
Church  Delegates  from  this  Convention,  who  may  attend  the  General 
Convention,  and  the  Committee  of  Finance  ])e  requested  to  make  the 
necessary  Assessment  on  the  Congregations  for  this  purpose.

"No  individual  shall  be  hereafter  elected  as  a  Delegate  to  the  Dio- 
cesan or  (he  General  Convention,  unless  he  be  a  Communicant  of  the 
Church." 

The  Committee  are  in  favor  of  introducing  this  as  one  of  the  Canons 
of  this  Church.

The  Committee  on  the  Relief  Fund  made  the  following  Report: 

REPORT  of  the  Committee  on  the  Relief  Fund. 

The  Committee  to  which  was  referred  the  subject  of  the  Relief  of 
Disabled  Clergymen,  and  of  the  Widows  and  Orphans  of  deceased 
Clergymen,  respectfidly  report:  That  the  number  of  persons  who  re- 
ceive aid  from  this  Fund  is. the  same  as  reported  at  the  last  Conven- 
tion; and  that  at  the  last  Convention  the  action  upon  this  subject  was 
as  follows: 

^'■Resolved,  That  there  be  paid  out  of  the  Assessments  for  the  relief 
of  the  Widows  and  Orphans  of  deceased  Clergymen  the  following  sums: 
To  Mrs.  Thurston  8175,  and  to  Mrs.  Wiley  $325,— to  be  transmitted 
to  them  by  the  Treasurer,  from  time  to  time,  in  the  ratio  of  their  seve- 
ral appropriations,  as  the  moneys  shall  be  paid  into  his  hands;  and  any 
further  sums  in  the  same  proportion  that  shall  be  received." 

The  Treasurer  of  the  Convention  reports,  that  in  accordance  with 
this  resolution,  he  has  received  the  sum  of  $235  17,  of  which  he  has 
transmitted  to  Mrs.  Thurston  the  sum  of  $60,  and  to  Mrs.  Wiley  the 
sum  of  $120,  leaving  in  his  hands  the  sum  of  $55  13.  The  amouni 
received  falls  short  of  the  sum  assessed  by  $352  53. 

While  the  Committee  have  noticed  with  pleasure,  that  in  some  in- 
stances  there  has  been  a  small  excess  over  the  sum  assessed,  they  have 
to  regret  that,  in  a  matter  calling  so  peculiarly  for  the  exercise,  not 
only  of  christian  justice  but  of  christian  sympathy,  the  remittances  have 
not  been  so  general,  and  in  some  instances  so  complete,  as  they  ought 
to  have  been.  In  many  instances,  the  matter  appears  to  have  been 
utterly  neglected. 

They  beg  leave  to  call  the  attention  of  the  Clergy  particularly  to  this 
subject,  believing  that  a  little  exertion  on  their  part  will  tend  to  pro- 
duce a  more  satisfactory  result. 

They  recommend  that  the  Scale  of  Assss^ients  adopted  last  year  be 
the  Scale  for  the  present  year,  and  accordingly  propose  the  following 
resolution: 

Resolved,  That  the  Scale  of  Assessments  for  the  Relief  Fund,  for  the 
nnsuing  Conventional  year,  be  the  same  that  was  adopted  by  the  Con- 
vention of  1849.

At  Night,  Prayers  were  said  by  the  Bishop;  Lessons  read  by  the 
Rev.  J.  A.  Shepherd;  and  a  Missionary  Sermon  by  the  Rev.  Mr,  Par- 
ker, from  6th  chapter  of  Galatians,  10th  verse. 

A  collection  was  made,  amountins  to  8135. 


Monday,  June  3, — 7  o'clock  A,  M. 

The  Convention  met  pursuant  to  adjournment. 

Prayers  were  read  by  the  Bishop. 

The  Minutes  of  Saturday  were  read  and  approved. 

On  motion.  Resolved,  That  1000  copies  of  the  Journals  be  printed 
and  circulated  under  the  direction  of  the  Secretary. 

Resolved,  That  if  either  of  the  Delegates  to  the  General  Convention 
be  unable  to  attend,  he  shall  give  notice  of  the  same  to  the  first  on  the 
list  of  Alternates,  in  the  order  in  which  they  are  named  in  the  Journal, 
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whose  duty  it  shall  be  io  attend  in  the  place  ot"  the  other;  and  in  the 
event  of  the  said  first  Alternate  being  also  unable  to  attend,  the  said 
first  Alternate  shall  in  like  manner  noiify  the  second,  and  so  on. 

No  further  business  appearing,  the  members  joined  in  singing  four 
verses  of  the  199th  Psalm,  and  after  Prayers  by  the  Bishop,  the  Con- 
vention adjourned  sine  die.

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CONSTITUTION 


OF    THE 


PROTESTANT  EPISCOPAL  CHURCH  IN  NORTH  CAROLINA. 


ARTICLE  L 

The  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  this  State,  accedes  to,  recogni- 
ses and  adopts,  the  General  Constitution  ot^  the  Protestant  Episcopal 
Church  of  the  United  Stales,  and  acknowledges  its  authority  accord- 
ingly. 

ARTICLE  IL 

There  shall  be  an  Annual  Convention  of  the  Church  in  this  Diocese 
at  such  lime  and  place  as  may  be  fixed  by  the  next  preceding  Conven- 
tion. 

ARTICLE  III. 

The  Convention  shall  be  composed  of  Clergymen  and  Laymen. 
Each  regularly  ordained  Minister,  of  either  order,  being  settled  with  a 
parochial  charge  in  this  State;  or  being  a  President,  Professor,  or  In- 
structor of  youth,  in  any  Seminary  of  Learning  in  this  State;  or  being  a 
Missionary  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church,  acting  under  the  direc- 
tion of  the  Ecclesiastical  authority  of  this  Diocese,  shall  be  entitled  to  a 
seat  and  a  vote  in  the  Convention;  provided  he  shall  have  been  actually 
and  canonically  a  resident  of  the  State,  or  shall  have  been  a  candidate 
for  orders  belonging  to  this  diocese,  for  the  space  of  twelve  calendar 
months  next  before  the  Convention.  Each  Church  or  Congregation  in 
this  Diocese,  which  is  now  a  member,  or  shall  hereafter  be  admitted  a 
member  of  this  Convention,  shall  be  entitled  to  send  to  the  Convention 
one  or  more  Lay  Delegates,  not  exceeding  four,  to  be  chosen  by  the 
Vestry  or  by  the  Congregation,  from  among  the  members  of  such  Con- 
gregation. Provided,  however,  that  no  one  person  shall  be  the  Dele- 
gate  of  more  than  one  Church  or  Congregation  at  the  same  Conven- 
tion. Provided,  also,  that  this  Article  shall  not  exclude  from  the  Con- 
vention any  Clergyman  who  is  now  and  shall  continue  to  be  a  resident 
in  this  State,  and  who  is  now  a  member  of  this  Convention. 
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ARTICLE  IV. 

Every  Convention  shall  be  opened  with  Prayer,  and  a  Sermon,  which 
shall  be  delivered  by  some  Clergyman  who  has  been  nominated  by  the 
Ecclesiastical  authority  of  the  Church. 

ARTICLE  V. 

A  President  shall  be  annually  appointed,  who  shall  preside  in  all 
meetings  of  the  Convention,  except  when  .a  Bishop  shall  be  present, 
when  he  shall,  ex-ojicio,  be  President. 

'       ARTICLE  VL 

A  Secretary  shall  be  annually  chosen,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  keep 
a  record  of  the  proceedings,  and  to  give  timely  notice  to  each  Minister 
and  Vestry,  of  the  time  and  place  of  each  meeting  of  the  Convention  in 
this  Diocese. 

ARTICLE  VII.  '      , 

A  Standing  Committee,  of  not  less  than  three  nor  more  than  seven 
persons,  shall  be  annually  chosen  by  ballot.  They  shall  have  power 
lo  admit  Candidates  for  the  [Ministry,  and  when  there  is  not  a  Bishop, 
they  shall  examine  and  pass  on  the  testimonials  of  foreign  Clergymen. 
They  may  call  special  njcetings  of  the  Convention;  and  shall  transact 
ail  other  business  as  they  are  empowered  to  do  by  the  Constitution  and 
Canons  of  the  General  Convention.  They  shall  also  have  power  to 
till  any  vacancies  that  may  occur  in  their  own  body  by  death,  removal, 
or  otherwise,  during  the  recess  of  the  Annual  Convention. 

ARTICLE  VIII. 

A  majority  of  the  Standing  Committee  of  this  Church  shall  at  all 
times  bo  Clergymen  of  tiiis  Diocese;  and  no  Layman  shall  be  appoint 
ed  a  member  of  said  Committee,  except  he  be  a  Communicant  of  the 
Episcopal  Church. 

ARTICLE  IX. 

In  all  questions  which  shall  come  before  the  Convention,  when  il 
'■hall  be  required  by  the  Delegation  of  one  Church  or  Congregation,  or 
by  any  one  Clerical  member,  the  Laity  shall  vote  by  Congregations. 
And  when  it  shall  be  so  required,  the  two  orders  shall  vote  separately, 
and  in  the  latter  case,  the  concurrence  of  both  orders  shall  be  necessa- 
ry  to  make  a  decision  of  the  Convention.  When  no  such  division  ot 
the  Convention  shall  be  recpiired,  each  member  of  the  Convention^ 
both  Clerical  and  Lay,  shall  be  entitled  to  one  vote. 

ARTICLE  X. 

The  election  of  a  Bishop  in  this  Diocpse  shall  be  made  in  the  follow- 
ing manner:  The  order  of  the  Clergy  shall  nominate  and  appoint  by 
ballot,  some  fit  and  qualified  Clergyman  f;r  that  otTice,  and  if  this  ap- 
pointment be  approved  by  the   Lay  order,  he   shall   be   declared  duly 
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elected.  In  the  above-mentioned  nomination  and  appointment,  a  ma* 
jority  of  each  order  shall  determine  the  choice — provided  that  two-thirds 
of  ail  the  Clergy  entitled  to  votes  l)e  present;  and  two-thirds  of  all  the 
Congregations  entitled  to  votes  be  represented;  otherwise  two-thirds  of 
the  votes  of  each  order  shall  be  necessary  to  determine  the  choice. 

ARTICLE  XI. 

This  Constitution  shall  not  be  altered  or  amended,  except  by  the 
concurrent  votes  of  two-thirds  of  the  attending  members  at  an  annual 
meeting  of  the  Convention — such  vote  being  taken  in  accordance  with 
the  preceding  provisions  of  this  Constitution,

'  ^  CANON  I.— Passed  April -ISITv 

Of  PrcsciUmenis, 

Every  trial  of  a  Clergyman  in  this  Church,  for  misbehaviour,  shall 
he  on  presentment,  made  to  the  Bishop  by  the  ponvciiljtm,  b^  the  Ves* 
try  of  the  Parish  to  which  the  Cleigyman  belongs,  or  by  three  or  more 
Presbyters  of  the  Cliiirch.  In  every  presentment  the  charge  or  charges 
shall  be  distinctly  specified. 

CANON  IL— Passed  April  1817. 

Of  the  Trial  of  a  CJergijman. 

For  the  trial  of  a  Clergyman,  the  Bishop  shall  appoint  three  Presby» 
lers,  who  shall  be  constituted  a  board  for  trying  the  accused  person. 
The  Bishop  shall  fix  the  time  and  place  of  trial;  of  both  which,  at  least 
a  month's  notice  shall  be  given  to  the  party  accused;  and  should  lie  neg. 
lect  or  refuse  to  attend,  the  trial  shall  proceed.  The  Board  thus  con- 
stituted,  shall  examine  fully,  the  charges  alleged,  and  keep  a  minute 
and  accurate  record  of  the  testimony  of  the  witnesses,  and  of  every 
question  and  proceeding  that  comes  before  them.  No  charge  shall  bo 
8u))stantiatod  on  the  testimony  of  less  than  two  witnesses.  On  the  ex>. 
amination  of  any  witness,  should  the  accused  party  require  it,  an  oath 
or  affirmation  shall  bo  administered  by  a  magistrate,  in  all  questions, 
a  unaniiiious  vote  shall  be  necessary-  to  a  decision.  Having  come  to  a 
decision  on  the  charge  or  charges  respectively,  the  Board  shall  com. 
mnnicale  their  dccisi(Hi  to  the  Bishop — and  also,  in  case  they  have  fnmd 
the  accused  guilty,  the  sentence  whicli,  in  their  opinion,  should  bf  pro- 
nounced.  A  certified  copy  of  the  record  of  their  proceedings  shall  be 
laid  .before  the  Bishop,  and  his  judgment  in  the  case  be  final. 

CANON  III.— Passed  April  1817. 

Of  the  sentence  to  he  pronounced  ii]>on  a   Clergyman  found  guilly  of 

Mishchaviour. 

This  sentence  may  be  admonition,  susj)ension,  degradation  from  the 
jninistry,  or  excommunication;  and  shall  be  pronounced  by  the  Bishon*, 
;;v4  QOiTunuiucated  to  every  parish  in  the  DiocesCc^
